EAST AND WEST. 

North Sydney, Nova Scotia, is calling for an 
ice-breaker to open the harbor. One of these spe- 
cially constructed vessels buffeted its way into 
the port at Montreal ten days ago, but left its 
sister ship trying to extricate itself from the floes 
down stream, while the river was dotted with 
ice-bound passenger }iners and freighters clear 
to the mouth, Alberta farmers at that date were 
busy on the land, and they have now about finish- 
ed putting in the wheat crop, while the city folks 
have started to make their weekly trips to the 
summer cottages at the lakes. At that, spring did 
not come particularly early in Alberta this year. 


CONVINCING EVIDENCE. 

A couple of months ago Admiral Chester, who 
has been representing the United States at Con- 
ktantinople, published an article expressing the 
opinion that the Turk was really a most estimable 
fellow, who had been grossly slandered by pre- 
jJudiced and scheming critics. The reason for this 
warm and most unusual appreciation of the Mos- 
lem character is now explained. The worthy 
Admiral is the head of a syndicate which the 
Turks have presented with the oil and other min- 
eral rights of Asia Minor, on condition that it 
build railways to develop the property. A man 
is just bound to think well of people who treat 
lim in that kindly fashion, 


ANOTHER COLLAPSE IN PROSPECT. 


The second peace conference at Lausanne 
seems fairly likely to wind up like the first one. 
And it might a good deal better wind up that way 
than reinstate the Turk as ruler over foreign ele- 
ments with no adequate means for keeping him 
from butchering and plundering. Abdul the 
‘‘damned’’ was no worse than his predecessors, 
and no worse than his successors will be if they 
were given a free hand to use the scimitar and 
the scourge and the torch upon the persons and 
property of their infidel subjects. That Ismet 
refuses to give guarantees for the treatment of 
non-Turkish people living under the crescent is 
the strongest possible proof that they will need 
such guarantees. 


A OASE FOR AOTION. 


A Toronto gentleman informed an audience of 
miners at Glace Bay that he would like to soe the 
Union Jack dragged in the mud and the red 
flag hoisted over Canada. And there need not be 
any doubt that he meant it, nor that his hearers 
were honest it the approval they expressed by 
their applause. Canada has accepted a fairly large 
sprinkling of ‘‘reds,’’ of both the imported aud 
home-grown varieties, and they are by no means 
backward about proclaiming their revolutionary 
ambitions. That the soviet ensign is not now 
flying over the Dominion is no fault of this ele- 
ment of our population, and that will certainly 
come to pass if they can bring it about. The 
change of the national emblems is not imminent, 
but it is as well that people who wish to preserve 
the present one and what it stands for should 
know and remember the facts. What the exchange 
of flags and methods of government would involve 
is suggested py this incident at Glace Bay. If any- 
one harangued a crowd in Russia on the advis- 
ability of pulling down the red flag he would be 
promptly shot. Such summary treatment is not 
permitted where the laws and customs are those 
which prevail under the much-abused Union Jack, 
Still, what is good enough for the non-bolshevik in 
Russia ought to be good enough for the belshevik 
in Canada, so far as Canadian law and traditions 
allow. It would do no harm if a few of these red 
propagandists were taken in hand and dealt with 
on that principle. And Mr. Malcolm Bruce of To- 
ronto would seem to be an eminently proper party 
to begin with. If his language is not reasonable 
the public onght to know it. If it is treasonable 
he ought to be in jail. There are limits beyond 
which radiculs cannot with safety be allowed to go, 
and this gentleman seems to have observed no 
limit but that of his vocabulary, 


An exchange suggests that if the Government 
cannot frame legislation which will keep the lake 
shipping companies from exploiting the grain | 
growers as they did last fall it should place some 
of the vessels of the National Merchant Marine in 
the grain trade and thus regulate freight rates by 
competition. But it is announced that the 27 ves- 
sels of the Merchant Marine which are being sold 
off have been in the upper lakes for the last two 
or three years. Presumably they have been carry- 
ing grain—or whatever else they could get to| 
carry, If they have not competed with the pri 
vately-owned ships they have been in the com- 
bine; and if they did compete they didn’t keep 
down the rates. Yet the Government fleet lost ten 
million dollars last year. Government-operated 
ships which lose money without providing cheap 
transportation do not seem to be very efficient 
regulators of anything but the tax bills. Protec- 
tion for the grain growers will probably have to 
be sought through amended legislation, rathor 
than through Government competition in the 
grain carrying business.

It is of course nothing of the kind, in intent, 
statement or inference. The article in question 
was not an argument that the Hudson Bay road 
should not be built, but a plain recital of the facts 
which have prevented it being built, and which 
are still blocking its completion. The Bulletin has 
advocated the building of a railroad to Hudson 
Bay consistently and persistently for a quarter of 
a century, and is still on the job. It was cham- 
pioning that enterprise at the time the Free Press 
and most other papers in the West were shouting 
for the nationalization ofthe O.N.R. and G.T.P.; 
and pointed out at that time that if these roads 
came into possession of the Government it would 
immediately become to the ‘‘direct interest’’ of 
the majority of the Canadian taxpayers to pre 
vent the completion of the road to the Bay. And 
that is precisely what has occurred. 

For five years there has been nothing done on 
the Hudson Bay line, though a few miles of steel 
only were needed to connect it with tide-water. 
Why?! For the obvions reason that while the 
people of eastern Canada have to pay taxes to 
make up a fifty million dollar deficit every year 
on two Government trans-continentals it is a 
matter of self-protection for them to prevent any 
railway being built which would divert Western 
traffic from those roads and bring freight rates 
on Wesiern grain down to a level that would not 
meet the cost of hauling grain to Montreal by 
rail and lake. That the Hudson Bay read has 
been held up is surely not questioned, and it has 
yet to be shown that there is any intention at Ot- 
tawa to rush it to completion and provide the 
harbor facilities necessary to make Port Nelson a 
new outlet for Western grain. If it was not the | 
fact that the taxpayers were made liable for the 
losses on the two transcontinental lines that stop. 
ped construction of the nearly completed Hudson 
Bay road, what was it? The Bulletin is for the | 
opening up of the new outlet, and that without 
any further delay; but it cannot swallow the 
notion that the majority of Canadian taxpayers— 
who happen to reside in the eastern provinces—- 
are anxious for the completion of a competitive 
route which must increase their tax bills in pro- 
portion as its diverts traffic from the existing 
Government railways or cuts down the charges 
for carrying prairie-grown wheat to Europe. 
Nationalising the C.N.R. and G.T.P. certainly 
‘‘stalled’’ the Hudson Bay road for five years, 
and it is stalled yet. That may be an unpleasant 
fact for the newspaper advocates of nationaliza- 
tion to ponder, but it is a fact, and they can 
hardly pose now as champions of the enterprise 
that would have been completed years ago but 
for the disastrous adventure in Government oper- 
ation of the two transcontinentals.

GREAT SLAVE 
SURVEYOR TOOK 
RADIO TO NORTH 


G. H. Blanchet, Federal Engi. 
neer, Will ‘‘Listen in’’ on 
the Barren Lands 


G. H. Blanchet, D.LAS., fs a visitor 
in the city en route from Ottawa to 
hiv mapping of the Great Slave lake, 
and hopes this season to practically 
compete the Survey of this immenae 
body of water. Last season M 
Jianchet completed ethe aurvey o 
the eastern section of the Great 
Slave and as a@ result Canadiar 
schoo! children will be under the 
necessity of being supplied with new 
gkeograph es, as the surveyor proved 
that the east arm of the lake wus 
antirely incorrectly drawn. 

Where a large promontory ‘s 
shown on the present maps, Mr 
Blanchet discovered instead a maze 
of islands and channels, and as a 
result of his explorations the entire 
coast line is altered. In the territor, 
mentioned the surveyor mapped 
between 8.500 and 4,000 miles ot 
lake shore, 

This season the surveyor will map 
the north arm of the lake and wil! 
os well explore the Httle known 
country north and east of the Great 
Slave. He is taking with him a ra- 
dio receiving set and hopes to be 
“ble to get in touch with Hdmon- 
ton, and perhaps Chicago and fur 
ther afield as concerts broadcasted 
in San Francisco have been distinct 
ly heard at points in the Peace rive: 
country, 

In addition to his eurveying last 
season Mr Blanchet !nstalled huov+ 
and beacons on the Great Slave lak» 
these aids to navigation being en 
thusiastically endorsed by the oap 
tains of tho Tiver boats, who pre 
viously had nothing to guide therm 
through treacherous channels ex: 
eept willows stuck hap-hagard in 
the mud banks. 

This work ig now established fair- 
ly permanently, saya the engineer; 
the lighthouse board of the depart- 
ment of marine and fisheries has 
undertaken to maintain these neces- 
sary adjuncts fo life in the north, 
and the various buoys eto will bo 
looked after. 

A lght will be placed at the en- 
france to Hay river (Great Slave 
lake) while @ sounding buoy in 
which a gong is incorporated wil! 
be placed at the mouth of the Slave 
river, these being In addition to the 
other aids which were installed last 
year and which will again be used. 

Mr. Blanchet will have a party of 

nine men on board his echooner the 
“Ptarmigan” which was bullt to his 
order in Edmonton by the Northern 
Boat Bullding company, This ves- 
|#el is achooner rigged, equipped 
with an auxiliary engine, and has 
proved herself able to stand up to 
anything in the shape of weather— 
which on the Great Slave is worthy 
of the name in the “deep sea’ 
sense,
